pneumonia, fracture of the rib 
or an enlarged heart he is 
burdening his patient with the 
fear of all these diseases. 
Even though none of these are 
later found in the X-ray, im- 
planted in the patient’s mind is 
the fear that they somehow 
might be present. 
Similarly, if a doctor tells his 
patient that he is ordering a 
blood test for mononucleosis 
(“mono” ) it imprints in the 
patient’s mind that the disease 
already exists. Even though the 
report may be negative, that 
anxiety may persist long after 
the actual illness has disap­ 
peared. 
A blood test is taken for 
whatever information it may 
yield. The patient need be told 
nothing more than it is a routine 
test as part of a complete 
examination. 
All of us in the practice of 
medicine run a frenetic race 
against time. The pressures 
made on us are often so great 
that we may lose complete 
awareness of the impact that a 
word can make on the sensitive 
psyche of the patient. 
The patient, too, plays a role 
in iatrogenesis. If the patient is 
made anxious by an inadvertent 
word or facial expression, it is 
imperative that he specifically 
inquire about its meaning. 
Unless it is clarified, both the 
patient and the doctor pay a 
penalty by iatrogenesis. 


HOLD YOUR FIRE! 
Spiritual Pathways 


In my last column I spoke of 
iatrogenic illness. This word 
m e a n s 
“ d o c to r-in d u c e d 
illness.” It comes from the 
Greek, 
“ iatros” 
meaning 
“ doctor” 
and 
“ genesis” 
meaning “origin.” 
TTiis in no way is meant to 
suggest that doctors purposely 
induce emotional fears in 
patients. Rather, it is meant to 
em phasize 
how 
sensitive 
patients are to the slightest 
gesture or facial change of the 
physician in whom they have 
implicit faith. 
Recently, I was examining 
the larynx of a woman who had 
been so terrified about her fear 
of cancer that she had delayed 
by 
months coming 
to be 
examined. 
While looking at her vocal 
cords, which were completely 
normal, I inadvertently made a 
sound through my teeth. The 
sound was a soft “tsk” and was 
unrelated to anything that I was 
observing 
loiter when I assured her that 
there were no tum ors, no 
cancers and no inflammation of 
the vocal cords, her first 
question was, “Then why did 
you make that sound when you 
were examining me?” 
I was guilty of “emotional” 
iatrogenesis. 
Here s another instance of 
iatrogenesis.

NEW' YORK (UPI) — The m anagem ent 
consulting business has gone m ultinational. 
Ifs not just a m atter of a successful firm- 
establishing foreign branches. On the con­ 
trary, groups of consulting firm s spanning 
the oceans have found it necessary to form 
perm anent consortium s in order to deal with 
the extrem e complexities and much more 
extensive services dem anded of consultants 
by clients, usually governm ents, in such 
regions as the Middle East. 
“ In these areas, you can't just sell advice 
and blueprinted plans, you have to be able to 
deliver ‘turnkey’ projects,” says Fred M. 
Scriever, vice president of Reliance Group, 
Inc., 
New 
York 
Reliance 
consists 
of 
Yankelovich, Skelly & White of New York, 
Inbucon of London. Werner Associates, Inc., 
of New York and Brussels, and Operations 
R esearch, Inc., Washington. 
A “ turnkey” project is one in which the 
consultants follow it all the way through to 
completion, finally handing over the keys to 
the com pleted and operation tested plant or 
complex to the client. The consultants must 
accept 
responsibility 
for 
cost 
control, 
engineering 
reliability 
and 
other 
such 
m atters as well as the industrial, financial 
and m arketing studies on the feasibility of 
the project. 
Right now. Reliance Group is executing a 
turnkey job on a $100 million fertilizer 
complex in Saudi Arabia with another $50 
million going into roads, w ater, power and 
other supporting services. 
The Reliance Group and sim ilar firms 
receive 
num erous 
requests 
from 
t h e 
developing firm s to help them create new 
industries. Schriever said, for instance, as a 
result 
of 
the 
work 
of 
m ultinational 
consulting groups, fish farm ing soon will 


become an im portant industry in the Middle 
East. Large scientific agricultural business 
projects will receive high priority in m any 
countries, he said, with the m ultinational 
consulting firm s m aking big contributions or 
even taking full responsibility for them . 
Edw ard J. Rand, a vice president of ORU 
Group, Inc., a New York subsidiary of 
W erner Associates, in an article for the 
Conference Board Record, explained som e 
of the intracacies of doing business in the 
Middle East where failure to understand and 
cope

be extrem ely costly. 


For exam ple, he said, in some parts of the 
Middle East when the loc .1 ruler goes aw ay, 
the border is closed by the police without 
notice and with no concern for how that can 
interrupt a construction project for days. 
Even under norm al circum stances moving 
essential personnel in and out of som e 
countries can be tim e consuming, expensive 
and even perilous. 
Failure to know all the details about

million a month on a substantial project. 
Waiting time to unload a ship may stretch to 
45 days. 


Seventy-five per cent of all skilled labor 
m ust be imported, and the m ultinational 
consulting firm s m ust know where such

most quickly. 
The 
productivity of local labor is improving but 
still 
is two-thirds or less than that 
of 
A m erican or European workers as a rule. 
And protracted negotiation is a way of life 
in most of the developing lands; you never 
are quoted the sam e price two days in a row 
even for an identical taxi trip. 


No Emergency

INDIANAPOLIS (UPI) — Only two of the 
state’s 121 hospitals provide comprehensive 
em ergency 
service, 
according 
to 
a n 
evaluation plan adopted by the Indiana 
Em ergency Medical Services Commission. 
The comm ission Friday also adopted rules 
and regulations for param edics as well as 
approving 
the 
categorization 
plan 
for 
hospitals. 
Under the categorization program , the 
listing 
as 
a 
com prehensive 
emergency 
service hospital requires a wide variety of 
physicians and specialists on duty in the 
hospital at all times, as well as a wide range 
of em ergency medical facilities and various 
types of laboratories and equipm ent. The 
two listed as com prehensive emergency 
service hospitals are the Methodist and 
W ishard M emorial, both in Indianapolis. 
In addition, the categorization lists 37 
hospitals as providing general emergency 
service, which means in-house physicians 
and som e specialists available at all times, 
and 73 as providing em ergency service, in 
which the physicians and a few specialists 
are on call within the com m unity when not 
on duty. 
Both Philip K 
Martin 
EMS executive 
director, 
and 
Dale 
C. 
Sm ith, 
program 
director, stressed the categorization does 
not m ean one hospital is any better than 
another but is intended to help in making 
em ergency decisions on w here to take an 
injured or ill person without w asting crucial 
tim e that could mean a life-death difference 
The EMS commission also agreed that the 
categorization would be updated at least 
annually so that hospitals that add medical 
staff and 
facilities could 
be 
moved to 
another category 
Dr 
Jam es C. 
Dillon, 
Indianapolis, commission chairm an, said the 
com m ission was not in the position of telling 
any hospital that it should add anything 
As proof of its prom ptness in updating, the 
com m ission, im m ediately after adopting the

commission was 
adoption of 
rules 
and 
regulations to im plem ent a 1975 law for 
“ advanced life support” at the scene of an 
accident 
or 
sudden 
illness, 
d u r i n g 
transportation to a hospital or at a hospital

param edic. 
The 
law 
defines 
a 
param edic as a person whose training is 
“ m ore advanced than that usually rendered 
by an em ergency m edical technician.” 
The commission agreed to hold a public 
hearing on the new rules and regulations the 
week of Nov. 8 The docum ent then m ust be 
reviewed by the attorney general for legal 
content 
and approved 
by 
the 
governor 
before it becomes effective The law sets 
Jan 
I, 1977, as the deadline by which the 
comm ission “ shall prom ulgate rules and 
regulations which will prom ote the orderly 
developm ent 
of 
param edic 
services 
in 
Indiana.” 
The rules and regulations adopted Friday 
sets standards for param edic organizations, 
for 
em ergency 
param edic 
training, 
for 
supervising and sponsoring hospitals and for 
certification of the param edics. 


The 
rules 
speedy 
that

organization must have a medical director 
who 
is 
a 
physician, 
a 
com m unications 
system and be part of an areaw ide plan to 
coordinate em ergency m edical services. 


Ambulances m ust be m anned by not less 
than two persons when dispatched on an 
em ergency run, one of whom m ust be a 
param edic 
and 
the 
other 
can 
be 
an 
em ergency medical technician A param edic 
m ust be at least 18 years of age and m ust 
have 
successfully 
com pleted 
a 
training 
program enabling him to “perform under 
the supervision of a physician in person, by 
standing order or via vo*ce com m unication.” 
The regulation also contains a code of 
ethical 
conduct 
for 
a 
param edic 
and 
provisions for suspension or revocation of 
certification 
for 
certain 
violations 
The 
param edic 
must 
first 
have

which requires 81 hours of training before 
undertaking

Jesus said. “ And m any false prophets will 
arise and lead m any a stray .” (M atthew 


24:11). Baul wrote, “ For the tim e is coming 
when people will not endure sound teaching, 
but have itching fears they will accum ulate for 
them selves teachers to suit their own likings, 
and will turn away from listening to the truth 
and w ander into m yths.” (II Timothy 4:3-4). 
There is a flourishing of religious sects today 
among which all kinds of strange teachings 
abound. 


Every Christian denomination owes it to its 
constituency to outline carefully in a system 
of teaching those truths essential to salvation. 
The children and young people m ust be in­ 
doctrinated early in the fundam entals of the 
faith.

To appreciate the real significance of 
legislation requiring federal agencies to hold 
most of their meetings in public, try getting 
a governm ent official on the phone. 
If conditions are norm al, you will be told, 
“Sorry, h e’s in a m eeting.” You m ay even 
be hearing a recorded announcement. 


M eetings 
are, 
of 
course, 
rife alm ost 
everyw here. 
They 
have 
become 
t h e 
backbone of western civilization and the 
warp and woof of our social fabric. Or 
anyway the woof. 
But while nearly every populated area 
generates 
enough 
m eetings 
to 
achieve 
gregarious 
self-sufficiency, 
it 
is 
in 
the 
nation's 
capital 
that 
confabulation 
has 
reached the proportion of heavy industry. 


Thousands of governm ent officials 
do 
nothing but confer with each other. The urge 
to confabulate pervades all levels of the 
bureaucracy. 
P ass a m em ber of the stenographic pool in 
the corridor twice in the sam e day and the 
second tim e she will w hisper, "W e’ve got to 
stop m eeting like this.” 
It is impossible to estim ate the num ber of 
m eetings that take place each day. Or, for

that m atter, even to enum erate the different 
types of m eetings. 
Staff 
m eetings, 
com m ittee 
m eetings, 
board m eetings, planning sessions, ad hoc 
gatherings, assem blies, caucuses — the list 
is virtually endless. To say nothing of trysts, 
assignations and other c l a n d e s t i n e 
encounters. 
G overnm ent m eetings have their own 
social strata. Although attending certain 
m eetings m ay e n h a n c e a bureaucrat’s 
prestige, the ultim ate m ark of distinction is 
having authority to call m eetings. 
The difference between calling m eetings 
and m erely attending m eetings is even 
greater than the distance between private 
lavatories and washrooms down the hall. 
The “Sunshine Act” won’t necessarily 
preclude federal officials from being tied up 
in m eetings all day. But thanks to its 
provisions, anyone wishing to contact a 
bureaucrat 
will 
have a 
better 
shot 
at 
running him down. 
The key provision requires agencies to 
announce m eetings at least a 
week 
in 
advance and to announce the nam es and 
telephone num bers of officials who can be 
called for inform ation about them. 
Forget the second part. Any official you 
call for inform ation about a m eeting is sure 
to be attending a m eeting and hence not 
reachable by phone. 
But now that the m eetings are open and 
you know where and when they will take 
place, you can go there and confront the 
officials in person.

His second day out was a disappointing one, 
even though he attracted a small audience 
at his first appearance.

Kanawha 
countians protested hooks they felt w ere 


fraught with anti-Christian and un-American 
teachings. 
“I just hope this is one good solution to the 
textbook 
crisis,” 
says 
Zain. 
“ They’re 
teaching a n t i - C h r i s t i a n 
thought, 
antisem itism , socialism and everything else. 
If they can learn all that in schools, why not 
the Bible?” 
Zain and his Bibles m ust keep 
their 
distance. 
School officials have politely warned him 
to stay off school property, and Zain has 
religiously complied, walking up and down 
the sidewalk, seeking converts. 
“ I tell them not to be asham ed of the 
Bible,” he says. “ You know who’s the most 
receptive? 
The 
athletes. 
The 
football 
players. T hey’re the ones who really take 
this seriously. People who are most against 
Bible teaching in schools are the people who 
yell the loudest in favor of freedom of 
speech.” 
For half an hour each day, Zain conducts 
his Bible lessons to anyone willing to lend 
him an ear. 
“ I’m not going to force it down their 
throats,” he says. “They m ight laugh at 
first, but they’re only trying to cover up the 
fact they’re seriously interested.” 


Science Today 
Harnessing The Sun

SEATTLE (UPI) — It looks like a band of 
cam pers from outer space nestled among 
the tum bleweeds and jackrabbits in the 
d e se rt 
n e ar 
B o ard m an , 
O re. 
Actually it’s Boeing's first research model 
of a heliostat, or solar reflector, which 
heralds a system intended — some day — to 
produce large amounts of electricity from 
the sun 
The Boardm an unit is a transparent igloo­ 
shaped dom e 17 feet in diam eter which 
contains a plastic m irror that can be aim ed 
in any direction 
The dom e is airtight and built of a plastic 
m aterial four thousandths of an inch thick 
called Tedlar. It is inflated with low air 
pressure to give it rigidity. The 15-foot 
m irror inside the bubble consists of an 
alum inum -coated plastic M ylar film that is 
stretched and bonded to a rigid fram e 
Boeing will install three m ore heliostats at 
the B oardm an site by the end of the year 
under a contract with the U S 
Energy 
Research 
and Development for a solar 
power plant collector subsystem . 
“These three units will be equipped with 
control m echanism s,” said John Lowe, head 
of 
solar 
energy 
activities 
for 
Boeing 
Engineering and Construction, the firm s 
energy and environm ent division 
From sunrise to sunset, the three units 
will obey the comm ands of a computer and 


follow 
the 
sun’s 
path 
across 
the 
sky, 
reflecting its im age onto a focal point at the 
top of a nearby rocket test stand that rises 
about 
five 
stories 
above 
the 
desert. 
Instrum ents on top of this structure will 
m easure the am ounts of energy received at 
different tim es of day and under varying 
weather conditions. 


In the power plant concept, there would be 
a 
field 
of 
m any 
thousands 
of 
these 
heliostats, each tracking the sun across the 
sky and reflecting its im age — and its 
energy — onto one central receiving point. 


The concentrated solar energy at the 
receiver would boil w ater, or heat some 
other fluid, and this in turn would drive a 
turbo generator to produce electricity. 


Lowe and Bill Ratcheson, Boeing’s project 
engineer for the ERDA collector subsystem , 
believe solar energy some day will m ake a 
contribution to the nation’s energy supply. 
But ifs not just around the corner 


"Our solar power plant technology today 
is com parable to airplanes in the days after 
the W right brothers." says Lowe. “ It’s like 
we were building early Boeing planes out of 
wood and cloth We need to be able to build 
a 747. And that kind of capability takes a lot 
of tim e to develop.” 


Coyotes and jackrabbits seem to accept 
the heliostat without much hesitation.

Working Women Happy With Role 


UPI Fam ily Editor 
A new survey of fam ilies with 
working wives indicates that 
superwom an, her husband and 
their children are 
generally 
happy with the arrangem ent. 
A 
lot 
has 
been 
written 
recently 
about 
the 
tensions 
developed by women who try to 
juggle home, husband, children 
and an outside job 
without 
short-changing any of them . 
Statistics from and individual 
responses to the survey by the 
M ark Clements R esearch firm 
for 
Fam ily . Circle- < m agazine 
suggest the situation isn't as 
bad as it has been pictured. 
The m agazine asked 15,000 
readers, husband as well as 
w ives, if the w ives w orking 
outside the home im proved the 
m arriage: 43.3 per cent of the 


wives thought it did, and 49.9 of 
the husbands. 
Sum m arizing survey results 
in the forthcom ing November 
issue, authors Caroline 
Bird 
and B abette Ashby wrote that 
m ore than three-fourths of the 
wives responding held outside 
jobs. Only 14 per cent were full­ 
time 
hom em akers, 
although 
more than half the m agazine’s 
readers are in that category. 
The question of when to look 
for a job aw ay from home was 
one of 
the 
most 
conclusive 
findings. Almost half of all the 
respondents, men and women

sal finding indicated that it was 
less frequent. 
Househusbandry appears to

principally because bad feelings

World War II are being revived 
on records. 
One is “ Ballad for A m eri­ 
can s” and the other is “ I Hear 
A m erica Singing.” They may 
be heard on a single LP (RCA 
Victrola AVM1-1736). 
“Ballad for A m ericans” is by 
far 
the 
better 
of 
the 
two 
cantatas. 
It contains tuneful 
them es and bright lyrics, while 
“ I H ear America Singing” is a 
bland composition based on the 
w ritings of Walt W hitman. 
Both 
cantatas 
grew 
from 
seeds 
planted 
during 
the 
Depression, 
and 
“ I 
Hear 
A m erica Singing” went on to 
becom e a m usical vehicle for 
that historic D em ocratic con­ 
vention in 1940 that nom inated 
Franklin D. Roosevelt for a 
third term . 
The 
soloists 
for 
the 
two 
can tatas were baritones, but 
the sim ilarity ended there. John 
C harles Thomas, who sang the 
lead lines in “ I H ear Am erica 
Singing,” 
was 
a 
political 
conservative who starred on a 
weekly 
radio 
m usical 
show. 
Paul Robeson, the soloist on 
“ Ballad for A m ericans,” leaned 
far 
to 
the 
left 
and 
was 
considered a Communist by his 
critics even though he followed 
a passive, nonviolent path. 
E arl Robinson, who composed 
the 
m usic 
of 
"B allad 
for 
A m ericans,” directed Robeson 
and 
the 
Am erican 
People’s 
Chorus 
while 
Simon 
Rady 


directed the International La­ 
dies G arm ent G arm ent Wor­ 
kers' Union Radio Chorus on “ I 
H ear America Singing." Na­ 
thaniel Shilkret conducted the 
RCA Victor Symphony Orches­ 
tra on both works. 
George Kleinsinger, composer 
of “ I Hear A m erica Singing,” 
regards 
the 
revival 
of 
the 
cantatas as significant and he 
hopes that the spirit of the 
Bicentennial will 
return this
